A P. A. A8 AN ELEMENT. 


Members of the Natienal Advisery 
Board Are Actively Exerting Their 
Influence Against McKinley, 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 15.—Aside from 
the personal controversies at issue, the 
novelty of the occasion is appreciated by the 
Kentucky Republicans who are here in at- 
tendance at the State Convention to-day. 

The lines between the factions are clearly 
drawn, leaders and delegates are compelled 
by force of circumstances to take a decided 


position on personal issues involved, and the 
earnestness with which the internal strife 
is waged augurs no good for the future of 
Kentucky's Republicanism unless the con- 
vention shall give one side an unquestion- 
able dominance. 

Dr. W. G. Hunter, the most active, if not 
the noisiest anti-Bradley leader, got here 
this morning from Bowling Green, where 
he 1 succeeded in having two 
Mc pnley delegates sent to St. Louis from 
the Third District. He and dp a Todd 
and their followers were busy all morning 
8 for the fight they are to make 
on the floor of the convention when the 
State Central Committee announces the 
Bradley slate for temporary * ion. 
This will recommend Judge T. Z. Morrow 
of Somerset, the Governor's brother-in-law, 
for temporary chairman and Fred Roberts 
of Owensbecro for temporary Secretary. The 
anti-Bradley element will then nominate 
George Denny, Jr., for chairman from the 
floor of the convention and the first ac- 
curate information either side can have of 
* numerical strength will be furnished 

y the vote on these officers. 

There are several badly-tangled contests 
that will take up all the spare moments of 
the Credential Committee. 

The uncertainty of the situation has been 
1 by the presence in the city of 
Judge J. H. D. Stevens of Missouri, C. P. 
Johnson of Illinois and Mr. Senior of New 
York, three members of the National Ad- 
visory Board of the A. P. A. They came to 
town unheralded, and have been very busy 
making a man-to-man canvass of the dele- 
gates of ‘o-day’s convention. Their influ- 
ence, it is said, is being actively exerted 
against M who has a large number 
of instructed delegates, and many friends 
— those who are uninstructed, and 
who, it is acknowledged, will receive the 
ractically united anti-Bradley support. 
Inder existing circumstances this A. P. 
movement is necessarily a pro-Bradley 
movement, for there are but two prin- 
cipals in the fight for supremacy to-day. 
However, the Bradley men disclaim any re- 
sponsibility for the presence of the mys*eri- 
ous emissaries and deny that ther en- 
deavors are part of the Bradley campaien. 

The platform, which will not be reached 
until this evening, will reflect the partic- 
ular phases of Republican doctrine repre- 
sented by the dominant faction. As the 
Bradley men seem reasonably certain of a 
gafe working majority, the declarations will

After Mrs. McPherson’s death it was 
found that she left no will and the Missis- 
sippi Valley Trust Co. took charge of the 
estate. It was found that McPherson had 
taken some of the property and he was cited 
to appear in the Probate Court and account 
for it. He refused to give it up, claiming 
that his wife gave him the property he 
took. The case was appealed to the Circuit 
Court.

ef in a business-like way, and prom- 

es well for the future. 

A comparison of this report with those 
of the last two years proves that the city 
has been enjoying increasing prosperity. 
The cash balance now on hand is $124,276 
in excess of the amount on hand at the 
end of the fiseal year closing April 11, 
1895, and $293,190 in excess of the showing 
for April 11, 1894. This is the more grat- 
ifying because each year a steady de- 
crease in the city’s bonded indebtedness 
is being made, and no new debts are 
being incurred. 

In July last, when Comptroller Stur- 
geon submitted his annual report to the 
Municipal Council, he was compelled to 
complain of the inadequate provision for 
collecting the city’s revenue. He feared 
at that time the tax collections would 
not be sufficient to meet the revenue 
requirements. The present condition of 
the Treasury shows that collections have 
been satisfactory, and there need be no 
apprehension on this score if the offi- 
Clals responsible for making assessments 
and,, collections continue to do their 

as well as during the past year. 

This financial showing made by St. 
Louis is in striking contrast to the im- 
poverished condition of Chicago just now. 
That city is obliged to issue scrip to pay 
its police officers and firemen, while it is 
doubtful if it can continue the lighting 
of its streets properly. St. Louis is solid. 
She prefers steady growth to bluster and 
bankruptcy.

NEW LEGS FOR ITALIANS. 


Shocking Condition of the Men Muti- 
lated by Menelik. 


BERLIN, April 15.—Two car loads of arti. 
ficial limbs have been shipped from Naples, 
destined for the unfortunate Italian pris- 
oners whom Menel'k abandoned after fright- 
fully mutilating them, It is said the Abys- 
sinlan warrior not. only amputated their 
legs from a point just above the knees, 
but practiced still worse barbarities on 
the wretched men. It is reported that 
because of their mutilations the men are 
unwilling to return to Italy, and that 
the Government ‘is trying to find homes 
for them in Africa. 


NS BODY DISHONORED. 


Beriin Churches Closed to the Corpse 
of Baron Schrader. 


BERLIN; April 15.—The body of Baron 
Schrader, who died Sunday night from the 
wounds received the day before in the duel 
with Von Kotze, has not been permitted to 
lie in any church, by the Kaiser's special 
orders. It was carried to several edifices 
successively, but all were found closed by 
the King’s order.“ The Empress Frederick 
was finally appealed to, but without suc- 
cess.

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PRICE CUTTING PROHIBITED, 


Neither Is the Selling of Foreign-Made 
Sugars by the Trust’s Facters 
Permitted. 


The wholesale grocery trade of St. Louis 
is in a highly nervous condition over re- 
cent instructions sent out from New York 
by the Sugar Trust. 

The sugar business constitutes about 30 
per cent of the total sales of the wholesale 
grocery trade. The wholesale grocers of 
St. Louis are peculiar in that they have 
an almost insatiable desire to sell their 
sugar at less than cost. With some of them 
this has become almost a monomania. In 
the language of a wholesale grocer, they 
are “‘saccharinic paranoiacs.’’ 

So bad did this condition become that 
their very good friend, the American Sugar 
Refining Co., otherwise the Sugar Trust, 
telt called upon some time ago to take 
their liberty away from them, They were 
bad boys who would fight among them- 
selves, so the sugar barons decided to put 
them under restraint. 

One morning they awoke to find that 
they could no longer buy their sugar out- 
right, as the trust had taken that privi- 
lege away from them and had appointed 
them as wholesale selling agents, or in the 
terms of their contract, ‘‘factors.” 

Since that time sugar has been consigned 

them on commission, They are. issued 
ally instructions as to the price at which 
they must sell to the retail trade. If they 
sell for less than this, the $70 per car that 
the trust withholds on every shipment 18 
forfeited and if they persist, their appoint- 
ment as factors is rescinded and they are 
forced to pay the long or retail price. 


This was practically forcing the grocers 
to make a profit on their sales of sugar 
and for a time there was jubilation among 
them. This condition existed for three 
— and then some of them became rest- 
OSs. 


They had no “leader” with which to 
attract business from competitors. Then 
we 4 began to cut prices on canned corn 
and tomatoes and on prunes and raisins 
and other lines. This not suit some of 
hem, as they could not lose enough money 
n them. They began to yearn for the old- 
me cuts in sugar. 

BB yearning was not long in being grati- 
ed. 


A few weeks ago several of the local 
brokers made the rounds with beaming 
countenances and fresh samples of foreign 
sugars. These sugars, made in Germany and 
some of them in Scotland, from beets, were 
not under the control of the sugar trust, 
hence prices could be cut to any desired ex- 
tent. The grocers bought large quantities 
of them and began to cut prices right and 
eft. 


The local representatives of the trust 
found it out in three hours and telegrams 
went by the dozen to New York, telling 
the trust officials that foreign sugars were 

ming up the river to St. Louis via New 

leans at a low rate of freight. 

A few hours later a telegram came from 
New York to the local trade through the 
representative of the trust here that these 
sugars must be graded with the sugars of 
the trust and similar sugars sold at the 
same prices as those of the trust. 

This did not correct the situation, how- 
ever, and Tuesday of last week another tele- 
gram came from New York. This'telegram 
stated that the American Sugar Refining 
Co. did not consider that its factors were 
. the best interest of that cor- 
poration by selling any sugars that were 
not made by the American Sugar Refining 
Cort was therefore considered advisable 
for the aforesaid factors to discontinue 
selling the foreign sugars. 

This telegram was courteously worded, 
but like an invitation to a royal levee, it 
was a command and the grocers were forced 
to discontinue the sale of the objectionable 
sugars, They have been permitted to sell the 
stocks on hand, but they can buy no more.’ 


Now the grocers are thoroughly demoral- 
ized, Some of them are pleased and feel that 
the trust is justified in its peremptory or- 
der. Others characterize it as a high-handed 
outrage on the part of a grasping monopoly. 
The brokers who sold the foreign sugars 
are fermenting trouble. ey have more 
of it on hand and want market for it. 
Five cars of foreign sugar were unloaded 
in Cupples Station Tuesday. Who got it 
and whether it was bought before or after 
the order of the trust is a secret. 

The manufacturers who use sugar in 
. Quantities large enough to justify their ap- 

ointment as factors are also indignant. 

his includes the candy manufacturers. 
By the terms of their appointment as factors 
they can not buy foreign sugars nor can 
they sell a pound of sugar of any kind to 
anyone. The retail confectioner in the coun- 
try who wants a barrel of granulated for 
use in making “home made taffy’’ must buy 
t from a grocer factor..The confectioner 
factor cannot sell it to him, though he may 
have several thousand barrels in his ware- 
house that was bought higher than the pres- 
ent market price. He cannot even sell a 

rrel to a her factor. 

In addition to having the factors well in 

d on the question of sales and profits, 
the trust is also the sole arbiter of con- 
signment prices. Within the past ten 1 
there have been four advances made by the 
trust, first one-eighth cent, then one-quarter 
cent, then one-eighth cent and lastly an- 
Other one-eighth, in all five-eighths. The 
factors pay these advances without a ques- 
tion, as they have no redress. 

t the result of the present turmoil 
wil is not known, but some of the factors 
believe that there will be developments 
form it that may result in the disruption of 
the factor system. Should such a conting- 
ency come to a test there will probably be 
a considerable number of the factors who 
will remain loyal to the trust.

— Partisanship of the School Board 
Without a Parallel, 


At a meeting of the School Board Tues- 
day night Messrs. Arthur Lee, Robert 
Rutledge, F. N. Judson and Hugh Brady, 
Chairman of the Democratic City Central 


Committee, were present to address the 
board on the question of Democratié rep- 
resentation at the polls in the Tenth Dis- 
trict election. They did not address the 
board because President Henry Bus, the 
man who gave up a good politica] position 
with a comfortable salary attached in the 
hope of retaining another political posi- 
tion which is unsalaried, would not rmit 
it. His excuse was furnished b rector 
Herman C. Grawe, who is rapidly becom- 
ne known as Bus’ chief henchman. 

rawe objected to the extension of any 
courtesies to the prominent citizens present 
and probably would have had them ejected 
from the board-room could he have ac- 
complished if. Previous boards have con- 
sidered themselves servants of the public 
and no former board has ever had the 
temerity to refuse a hearing to any citi- 
zen. 

When the report of the Electiöns Com- 
mittee was presented, Bus did not wait to 
call for remarks. A motion to approve the 
report was made, the question was put and 
Bus declared the report approved, all with- 
in the space of a minute. When the Dem- 
ocrats realized the situation and attempted 
to argue the motion, an attempt was made 
by Bus to shut them off, but it didn’t — 
and the ayes and noes, „ been called 
for, Directors John Brady, Sheehan and 
Collins pleaded and threatened, with no 
avail, for one judge at the polls to two for 
the Republicans. 

The Blections Committee outrage was the 
last thing done at the meeting. Before 
that an attempt to arbitrarily remove 8. 
H. Geisel, clerk in the Building Depart- 
ment, faileds On account of e in- 
junction secured by John Kelley, Super- 
intendent of Construction, his case was not 
brought up. The report of the Buildin 
Committee, recommending Geisel’s remova 
also included the removal of Casper Kun- 
dert and Theodore Rau, janitors of the 
Humboldt and Pestalozzi schools.

He remained 
in jail three weeks before he was given a 
trial and when he was taken before Judge 
Murphy the woman who had made the ac- 
cusation declared Johnson was not the man 
she meant and he was released. 

Johnson went to work for the Skellet 
Coal Co. upon his release and. began re- 
lating his experiences while suffering in- 
carceration, he most sensational of his 
narratives was the one he retold a reporter 
last night, 

He said that he occupied a cell in the jail 
near that of Duestrow, that their cells were 
separated by another one occupied by a ne- 
gro. Johnson says nearly every night he 
saw Duestrow put on his hat and coat about 
dark and then a guard would unlock his cell 
and he would walk over to the large door in 
the steel screen, where another guard would 
turn the key and the wife and child mur- 
derer would pass out into the freedom of 
(Clark avenue. Johnson says that perform. 
ance was repeated nearly every night and 
that along towards daylight Duestrow would 
find his way back to the jail with a heavy 
load aboard and with an unsteady gait and 
a desire to support himself on everything 
he could find he would be led to his cell, 
where he would sleep most of the day. 

Jailer Wagner laughs at the negro’s story 
and says Johnson never stopped to think 
that the corridor of the Four Courts,through 
which Duestrow would have to pass ac- 
cording to his story, is alive with newspa- 
per reporters and others who know Dues- 
trow and who, if they saw him outside the 
all, would find out why he was out. And 

uestrow could not get out even once with- 
out being seen and if he got out that once it 
is probable he would not come back drunk or 
sober. 

Another matter that the jail officials call 
attention to and which Johnson fails to ex- 
plain is that Duestrow’s cell is the end one 
of murderers’ row. It is numbered thirty- 
five. Noble Sheppard’s cell is next and it is 
numbered thirty-four. Reedy Gentry’s cell 
is thirty-three and Stack“ “Lee’s cell is 
thirty-two. Johnson's cell was No. 162, over 
on the other side of the jail.

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Fate of a Little Railroad the 
Goulds Want. 


CHARGE AGAINST A JUDGE. 


Leuis Houck ef Cape Girardeau Claims 
That He Is Being Juggied Out 
of His Road.

The appointment of Col. 8. W. Fordyce, 
President of the Cotton Belt Railroad Co., 
as receiver of the St. Louis & Kennett 
Railroad, andthe complications arising 
therefrom are attracting much attention 
in railroad circles. 

The St. Louis & Kennett Railroad is a 
Southeast Missouriline. It starts at Camp- 
bell, on the line of the Cotton Belt, and 
runs to Kennett, the county seat of Dunk- 
lin County, and then on to Carruthersville, 
on the Mississippi River. The road is forty- 
five miles long and was built by Louis 
Houck of Cape Girardeau, The first eigh- 
teen miles of the road were originally con- 
structed by other parties, but after the 
work was finished the road was found to 
be so defective that it could not be operated, 
Mr. Houck acquired this eighteen miles, 
rebuilt it, and in 1894 extended the line 
to Carruthersville, the county seat of Pemis- 
cot County. The road runs through a rich 
alluvial district and by reason of its touch- 
ing the Mississippi River at Carruthersville 
gives a competative outlet and inlet to the 
people of the two counties. 

The Cotton Belt, one of the Gould lines, 
has, it is said, for a long time desired 
this property. This road has been built 
up so that it has always promptly been 
able to meet the interest on its bonded 
indebtedness of $285,000. The floating in- 
debtedness is small and is held by friends of 
the enterprise, No effort has ever here- 
tefore been made to throw it into the hands 
re a receiver or to harrass it with litiga- 

on. 


In speaking of the affairs of the com- 
pany, one of the officers told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that ever since Mr. Houck 4 
organiz the road, and up to November, 
1895, A. J. Kerfoot was superintendent of 
the line. He was one of the original pro- 
moters of the line between Campbell and 
Kennett. Last November, the officer said 
Mr. Kerfoot was removed from office. It 
was alleged that he devoted too much of his 
time to private business and neglected his 
railroad duties. 

After his removal Mr. Kerfoot filed a peti- 
tion claiming a violation of contract. He 
held that Mr. Houck had not kept his agree. 
ment, and asked for a receiver. The pe- 
tition went before Judge J. H. Wear, who 
last Friday appointed Col. Fordyce receiver. 
Mr. Houck claims that no notice was given 
him after the appointment was made. On 
Monday the papers were served on the 
officers of the road and simultaneously Col. 
Fordyce and his superintendent demanded 
possession. Louis B. Houck, the superin- 
tendent, refused to yield at the time, but | 
was later compelled to surrender the road.
